Bradstreet’» ad vicos show that at 
twenty-throe industrial centers north of the 
Ohio, east of and including St. Louis, the 
lose of wages through strikes since» March 1, 
has aggregated $J,OOOOU0; of receipts of em­ 
ployers, $2,500,000; and of future contracts, 
due to probability of labor troubles, $-’4,- 
*00,000, of which *20,400,000 rofers to de­ 
ferred or cancelled building contracts.

MAKING IT MORE EF F ECT IVE. 


The D om inion L egisla ting A ga inst A m eri­ 
ca n Interests—The A da m s Case. 
Ottawa , Out, May 22.—The department 
has received the official report from Capt 
Scott, of the Lausdowne, of the seizure of 
the Adama 
It confirms in every respect 
previous advices received by telegraph. Tbe 
fact appears to be that the vessel, even if it 
be proved that she was buying bait, can not 
under ex isting laws be held answerable for 
such contravention of international agree­ 
ment. 
Tbe law providing for the seizure of 
foreign vessels for certain offenses is so 
worded that buying bait is not an offense 
under it. 
Hon. Peter Mitchell, ex -minis­ 
ter 
of 
marine 
and 
fisheries, 
who 
prepared tho legislation under which tho 
seizure was presumably made purposely 
omitted tho buyiug of bait from the list of 
offenses, believing that bait should bo re­ 
garded as an article of commerce and the 
buying of bait as a commercial transaction. 
The seizuro of the Adams has opened the 
eyes of tho government to the weak points 
in the law under which it was made, and a 
bill amending that law has been hurried 
through the Hou» e, having passed its third 
reading Friday. 
It will probably pass the 
senate and become a law within a week. 
The old law provides for the seizure of any 
foreign vessel, ship or boat, which has found 
fishing cr preparing to flsb within tho limit; 
The amendment adds the following words 
referring 
to 
punishable offenses, 
“ or 
which has entered such waters for any pur­ 
pose not permitted by tbe law of nations or 
by troaty or convention, or by any law of 
the United Kingdom, or of Canada, for the 
time being in force, or having entered such 
waters has failed to comply with any such 
law of the United Kingdom or of Canada.” 
This wording has the effect of making 
the buying of bait an offense, since it is in 
contravention of the terms of the treaty. 
The Adams may of coarse be held to answer 
for a breaoh of Canadian revenue laws, but 
the prosecution will hardly make much 
out of the charge of baying bait

of 
so me imag inativ e humo rist, did it not 
co me to us with the indo rsement of so 
dig nified and w* elI-kno wn a x v rit ;r as 
Itev . Mr. Wo o d, who se wo rks o n nat­ 
ural histo ry are familiar to ev ery scho o l­ 
bo y in the land, and who se po sitio n in 
Eng land, is o ne o f co nsiderable emi­ 
nence. 
The fo llo wing descriptio n o f the re­ 
latio ns between a married man and his 
mo ther-in-law in Kaffir]and we co py 
fro m Mr. Wo o d’s bo o k : 
The peculiar etiquette which has been 
mentio ned lies in the so cial co nduct o f 
tho se who are related to each o ther by 
marriag e and no t by blo o d. 
After a 
man is married he may no t speak 
familiarly to his wife’s mo ther, no r ev en 
lo o k upo n her face, and this curio us 
custo m is called “ being ashamed o f the 
mo ther-in-law.”

The pro hibitio n must in all 
places be ex ceeding ly awkward, but it 
is mo re so in Kafflrland, where the 
name which is g iv en to each indiv idual 
is sure to deno te so me mental o r phy si­ 
cal attribute, o r to be the name o f so me 
natural o bject which is accepted as the 
embo diment o f that attribute. 
Suppo se, then, that the name o f the 
man sig nified a ho use, and that the 
name o f his mo ther-in-law sig nified a 
co w, it is ev ident that each must be

t h e w a s t e o f l u m b e r. 
A leading lumber dealer of Montreal 
gives some startling facta in regard to 
the lumber trade, and the great waste 
of timber in this country. 
According 
to this lumberman, who has been in 
the business twenty-five 
years, 
but 
four of the Northern States are now 
able to furnish timber beyond their 
own need. 
Of these four, Maine is all 
blit stripped of its pine, and even the 
spruce is going fast, so that the people 
of that State will in a few years find 
themselves without building timber 
enough for their own wants. 
In five 
or six years the white pine of Michi­ 
gan, Wisconsin, ami Minnesota will 
have disappeared. 
The reports of lack 
of water sufficient to float the logs now, 
so often heard, are due not so much to 
exceptionally dry seasons, as to the 
fact that the lumbermen are penetrat­ 
ing farther and farther from the main 
streams. 
Indeed, the mill owners are 
now building railroads to reach the last 
remote sources of the timber supply, 
and, of course, tlie end cannot under 
such cir; umstances be far distant. 
It is true that the public domain in 
the Northwest and the South contains 
an immense supply. The reports made 
to the Secretary of the Interior show 
that the great depredation carried ou for 
years leaves only enough to supply the 
actual needs of settlers. 
In regard to 
the supposed inexhaustible supply in 
the Dominion Mr. Little says that we 
cannot look to the Dominion for an in­ 
exhaustible supply of timber when our 
own forests shall have disappeared. “ 1 
will assert,” he says, “ from a personal 
knowledge of most of the timber sec­ 
tions of Canada, and trustworthy re­ 
ports from others, that we have not, 
from the far-off province of Manitoba 
to the Gulf of St. Lawrence, as much 
pine, spruce, hemlock, oak, ash, elm, 
whitewood and other commercial woods 
as would supply the whole consump­ 
tion of the United States for a period 
of three years.” 
It is estimated that five hundred mil­ 
lion dollars would not purchase abroad 
all the lumber consumed in the United 
States annually, and as a supply can­ 
not be brought easily or cheaply from 
the Pacific coast, there is a strong ne­ 
cessity to protect the lumber districts 
included in the public domain, and he 
says: 
“Doubtless the time will come 
when tree-planting shall receive the 
encouragement it is given in other 
countries, and doubtless, also, a de­ 
mand will arise for the abrogation of 
the duty on Canadian lumber, in order 
that we may have an opportunity to 
husband our own failing supply; but 
there should be no hindrance placed in 
the way of immediate energetic meas­ 
ures for the protection of the timber 
lands of the United States not yet sur­ 
rendered to private or corporate con­ 
trol.”

O R C H A R D S IN O HIO. 


A Striking; a nd Moat Interea ting Cha ra cter 
Who Waa 
the 
K a rllea t^C olporteur 
North o f the O hio lliv e r —A necdote» of 


the Old Man . 


On e of the moat strikin g an d in fact in ­ 
terestin g pion eer characterg of 1800 was 
Jon athan (Jhapmau, a man who, owin g to 
his od d occupation , wa» gen erally kn own us 
44John n y Appleseed .” 
He mad e his ilrat up 
pearan ce in western Pen n sylv an ia, comin g 
from Boiton , Mass. 
He possessed a stron g 
passion for raisin g an d cultiv atin g apple 
trees from the seed , claimin g that that was 
the on ly proper way to plan t an orchard . 
In the sprin g of 1801 Chapman mad e his 
way to Ohio, at which time he appeared on 
the bord ers of Lickin g creek (in what is 
n ow kn own as Lickin g coun ty;, with a horse­ 
load of apple seed s, which he plan ted in 
v arious places on an d about the ban ks of 
that stream. 
There is n o authen tic accoun t 
of his mov emen ts d urin g the fiv e succeed in g 
years, although he was un d oubted ly follow­ 
in g the same stran ge v ocation . 
. Early in the sprin g of 1806 a pion eer set­ 
tler of Jefferson coun ty n oticed a peculiar 
craft with a curious cargo an d a remarkable 
occupan t mov in g d own the Ohio riv er with 
the curren t. 
It was# “John n y Appleseed ," 
iby which n ame Chapman was kn own from 
180.J un til the time of bis d eath, which oc­ 
curred in 1847,) in ev ery log cabin from the 
Ohio riv er to the great lakes on the n orth 
an d as far west as the presen t eastern 
boun d ary of In d ian a, 
with two can oes 
lashed together, tran sportin g a load of seed s 
to tho then western fron tiers for the purpose 
of plan tin g them ou the most remotest v erge 
of white settlemen ts. 
SCATTERING THE FRUIT SEED. 
In followin g his fav orite pursuit 
he 
always kept on the outskirts of the settle­ 
men ts; clean in g spots in the loamy lan d s on 
the ban ks of streams, where he would plan t 
his seed s, place a slight in closure aroun d the 
groun d , an d then leav e tho place un til tho 
trees had bocome sufficien tly large to be 
tran splan ted . Settlers began to flock in un d 
open clearin gs. 
To those who wan ted au 
orchard on their places, ‘ John n y” would 
furn ish youn g trees. 
Ho had n o id ea of 
makin g an y mon ey out of his occupation , 
gen erally giv in g the trees away or sellin g 
them for a trifle, such as an old coat or an y 
article of which he could make some use. 
In this way he proceed ed for years un til 
the coun try was iu a measure settled an d 
supplied with apple tress. 
Chapman ’s person al appearan ce was as 
strikin g as his character. 
He was a small 
man , quick an d restless in his motion s; his 
eyes were black an d sparkled with a peculiar 
brightn ess, while his hair an d beard were 
lon g an d d ark. 
He n ev er shav ed an d liv ed 
the roughest life, often sleepin g in the 
wood s in preferen ce to acceptin g the hospi­ 
tality of a settler. 
His clothin g was old 
an d ragged , bein g gen erally giv en him in 
exchan ge for apple treea 
He in v ariably 
wen t barefooted , an d frequen tly trav eled 
miles through the sn ow that way. 
On ly 
on ce was he ev er kn own to wear foot cov ­ 
erin g of an y kin d . A settler, who happen ed 
to own a pair shoes that wero-too small for 
his own use, forced them upon “John n y,” 
who reluctan tly put them on . Tho n ext d ay 
“John n y” ov ertook a barefooted family 
mov in g westward , an d as they appeared to 
be in greater n eeed of footwear than he was 
he gav e them the shoes. 
Ke was a follower of Swd en borg, took 
n o thought of the morrow an d led a moral, 
blameless life. 
It was his custom to circu­ 
late Swed en borgian works wherev er ho 
wen t, an d if short of them would tear a 
book 
in to 
two 
or three 
parts, 
giv in g 
each 
part 
to 
d ifferen t 
person s. 
In 
that 
way 
he 
supplied 
a n eighborhood with a religious literature, 
although those to whom he gav e the latter 
part of the book to read first, must hav e 
foun d it d ifficult to comprehen d the author. 
He was v ery careful n ot to in jure an y an i­ 
mal, an d thought hun tin g morally wron g. 
Amon g the settlers he was always welcome, 
an d he waa treated with great kin d n ess ev en 
by the In d ian s, who regard ed him as a 
“great med icin e man .” 


VERY PECULIAR AND ECCENTRIC. 
Chapman was peculiar an d eccen tric in 
the extreme, us the few an ecd otes which 1 
giv e below will illustrate 
On on e cool 
autumn al n ight, while lyin g by his camp­ 
fire in the wood s, he observ ed that the 
mosquitoes flew in the blaze an d were 
burn ed . 
“John n y,” w ho wore on his head a 
tin uten sil which an swered both as a cap an d 
a mush pot, filled it with water an d quen ched 
the fire, an d then remarked , “God forbid 
th at 1 should build a fire for my comfort 
that should be the mean s of d estroyin g an y 
of His creatures. ” 
An other time he mad e 
bis camp-fire at the en d of a hollow log, in 
which be in ten d ed to pass the n ight, but 
fin d in g it occupied by a bear an d her cubs, 


I be remov ed hi* Are to the other en d an d 
slept on the sn ow in *the open air rather 
than d isturb the bear. 
He was on e morn ­ 
in g in a prairie an d was bitten by an rattle­ 
sn ake. 
Some time after a frien d in quired 
about the matter. 
‘ John n y” d rew a lon g 
sigh an d replied : 
“Boor follow: li3 on ly 
just touched me, when I, in an un god ly 
passion , i rut the heel of in y scythe on him 
an d wen t home. Born e time after 1 wen t for 
my scythe, an d there lay tho poor fellow 
d ead .” 
An itin eran t preacher was hold in g 
forth on the public square in tho presen t 
city of Man sfield , an d d urin g the course of 
his remark* exclaimed : “Where is the bare­ 
footed 
Christian 
trav elin g to heav en f” 
“John n y,” who was lyin g ou hi* back on 
some timber, takin g the question in its 
literal sen se, raised his bare feet in the air 
an d v ociferated , “Here he is!” 
In 183s—thirt-sev en years after his ap­ 
pearan ce at Lickin g creek—“John n y” ob­ 
serv ed that civ iliv atlon an d wealth were 
fast tran sformin g the wild ern ess of Ohio 
in to a d en sely populated state. 
Churches 
were makin g their appearan ce, an d the 
stage-d riv er’s horn broke the silen ce of the 
forests, an d as he had always kept just in 
ad v an ce of the wav e of settlemen t, he felt 
that his work was d on e in this region in 
which he had labored so lon g. 
He v isited 
all the houses of tho settlers, took a solemn 
farewell of ev ery family, an d turn ed his 
steps further west, again to pursue his ec­ 
cen tric v ocation . 
In the summer of 1847, 
at the close of a warm d ay, after trav elin g 
twen ty miles, he en tered the house of a set­ 
tler in Allen coun ty, In d ian a, an d was, as 
usual, warmly welcomed . 
Declin in g other 
accommod ation , he lay d own on the floor 
for the n ight 
In the morn in g ho was d ead , 
an d thus en d ed tho mission of a man who 
was both a ben efactor an d a hero. 
Chap­ 
man is un d oubted ly en titled to the fame of 
bein g the earliest colporteur on tho fron t­ 
iers of Ohio.—Columbus Cor. Clev elan d
